Wild stolen car chase 
ends in Wilmington 


A stolen car chase which began in 
Lynnfield ended with a crash in 
Wilmington shortly after 10 p.m. 
last Wednesday night. Four 
juveniles were taken into custody, 
but a fifth escaped. 

The chase began when Mass. State 
Trooper Paul Perry saw a red 
Camaro IROC coming out of 
Augustines restaurant. The car was 
similar in description to one which 
had been reported stolen from the 
Ship restaurant. Both restaurants 

on Route 1 in Lynnfield, 

Perry turned on his lights, and the 
chase was on. The car was not the 
one stolen from the ship, but was a 
stolen car. It had been taken from 
Hardcover, a nearby establishment. 

The chase proceeded up Route 1 
North, to 128 South, to 93 North. 
As the car approached Concord 
Street, there were two cruisers in 
pursuit, and three ahead. Seeing a 
cruiser ahead, the operator veered 
off at the Concord Street exit.

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School committee remains 


deadlocked over chairman

Efforts to elect a new chairman of 
the Wilmington School Committee 
for the third time failed after five 
rounds of nominations last 
Wednesday. 

Though the pattern differed 
slightly from previous meetings, 
the outcome remained the same: 
Tony Accardi still retains his 
position as chairman of the board. 

At various times, three members 
instead of two were nominated, 
including Accardi, but none of the 
candidates achieved the required 
four out of six votes. Reportedly, 
there is no provision either in the 
bylaws or the Wilmington Town 
Charter, which stipulates a six- 
member board, to break a tie vote 

Members tried to get past the 
deadlock. James Demos suggested 
they draw a name of those 
interested in the position out of a 
hat. Demos explained, in the 
interest of fairness, he had been 
nominating members who have 
served awhile on the board but who 
have not yet been chairman. 

“L have nothing 
(Zukas)," he said of one of the 
nominees, adding," I just want to see 
that everyone gets ‘an equal oppor. 
tunity to serve.” At various times, 
Demos had nominated both Shirley 
Callan and Dr. Michael Thomas.

"I think it makes a mockery of the 
process (and), quite frankly, I think 
it's illegal,” he said. 


Consultant will aid 
superintendent search

A consultant will be hired to aid 
in the search for a new school 
superintendent in Wilmington. 

Inva four-to-two vote of the 
Wilmington School Committee 
Tuesday night, members opted to 
hire a consultant through NESDEC 
(New England School Development 
Council) in order to conduct a 
“professional” search to hire a 
replacement for outgoing Superin- 
tendent Robert Horan. It was also 
felt a consultant would cut down on 
the committee's workload by being 
responsible for posting the position 
nationwide and for narrowing the 
didate’s field to a group of 
semi-finalists. 

Though Horan has yet to give a 
firm departure date, some mem- 
bers said the superintendent is 
planning to leave either in early fall 
or in December. 

Shirley Callan was opposed to 
setting up a search procedure with- 
out first getting a firm commitment 
from Horan 
"You're opening up a search 
when we don't have a vacanc 


said. 

“When we discussed this with Bob 
(Horan), he said he would align his 
date with ours,” said Chairman 
Tony Accardi, referring to an 
executive session last week with 
Horan, 

The decision to hire a consultant 
took up a major part of the hour 
long work session to work out the 
search procedure. The board was 
split in its decision. 

Some, like Callan and Michael 
Thomas, felt the $4,750 cost would 
be money well spent and a

"I think it's already a mockery at 
this point,” Callan said, causing 
Accardi to reply, “at least it's a 
legal mockery." 

After the meeting, Accardi told 
the Town Crier the decision should 
be "based on education and not on 
the luck of the draw.” He said as 
chairman he had tried to keep the 
election process strictly legal 

Members agreed to get an opinion 
from their attorney on the legality 
of Demos’ suggestion. 

Robert Surran asked fellow 
members to postpone or table the 
reorganization process until Oc- 


tober to allow them to proceed with 
other business 

Demos predicted it would be a 
busy summer as the board begins its 
search for a new superintendent 
and they should find some way to 
rotate the chairmanship. He was 
backed by Callan and Thomas, who 
said members should "table the 
table and get on with business.” 

A vote to go along with Surran 
and table the reorganization pro- 
cess failed in a three to three vote. 

The board will attempt to elect a 
new chairman at its next meeting 
June 8. 


Petition seeks change 
to seven members

A move to change the Wilming- 
ton Town Charter in order to 
create a seven-member school 
committee is currently under way 
by the Wilmington Home and 
School Association. 

Under a law that reportedly went 
into effect in 1922, the Wilmington 
School Committee has always 
consisted of six elected members. 
Problems arose this year with a 
three-to-three split on the board as 
committeemen unsuccessfully tried 
to elect a new chairman to replace 
Tony Accardi. 

"This is a major issue that really 


ties things up," association member 
Chris DeHoff told the Town Crier. 
She explained that in researching 
the issue, her group learned that 
many other towns have odd 
numbered school boards. 

After discussing a solution with 
Town Clerk Pat Ward, said 
DeHoff, it was decided to bring 
forward an article at a special town 
meeting in the fall to change the 
charter. Association members are 
in the process of collecting 
signatures for their article. If 
approved in the fall, it is felt a 
seven member board could go into 
effect after April's town election 


School committee minutes 
approved after long delay 


Members of the Wilmington 
School Committee last week re- 
affirmed their policy of voting on 
the previous meeting's minutes at 
their next session to avoid a pile-up 
of back documents. They also 
favored recording their meetings 
on tape as well as having them 
recorded by hand in the interest of 
racy 

The action came after members 
tried to approve minutes from 18 
meetings dating back to September 
23, 1987. Reportedly the Superin- 
tendent of Public Records, acting 
on an inquiry from Wilmington 
residents, gave the committee 48 
hours to produce and approve all 
back copies of the minutes. 

Problems arose Wednesday night 
when committeemen tried to recall 
what took place at the meetings. 
Shirley Callan raised questions 
about several of the minutes and 
stated that some of them didn't 
accurately reflect what occured. 

In the minutes of November 18, 
for example, members discussed a 
reference to Assistant Supt. Hefry 
Dembowski's contract. In the 
regular session minutes, Callan

Registry of Motor Vehicles 
opens new office in Reading 


Monday, June 6. The office will be 
open from 8:45 a.m, to 5 p.m, 
Monday through Friday and until 7 
p.m. Thursday. 

The Woburn facility will close at 
5 p.m, June 3 for refurbishing. It 
will reopen this summer as a quick 
stop license/registration renewal 
office, a new Registry service 
option created to better serve the 
Massachusetts motoring public. 

"In addition to being conveniently 
located right off 128 (exit 40), the 
new Reading office will be twice 
the size of the Woburn location," 
Hutchinson said. "The new location 
will also offer ample free parking, 
public restrooms, and is 
handicapped accessible."

Tools needed for Kidsplace

Recent problems with the Wilmington School Committee 
electing its officers has caused some people to suggest 
several basic changes in how the committee operates. 
Apart from the silly suggestion that the superintendent cast 
the deciding vote, many have said that an even-numbered 
board like the school committee would be better off if 
comprised of five or seven members, so as to prevent any 
deadlocks in the future. 

These suggestions and others could be packaged in the 
form of a charter commission. Under the Home Rule 
Amendment to the State Constitution, passed in 1966, a 
town like Wilmington can call for a charter commission, 
which is a process allowing communities to examine their 
forms of local government and propose any needed 
changes. 

If the people decide to call a charter commission, which 
can be done by 15 percent of the registered voters signing a 
petition, the question is put on the ballot at the annual town 
election to decide if a commission should be established, 
and if so who will sit as charter commission members. 
Any number of people can seek a seat on this commission, 
but only the top nine vote-getters will be elected. 

Over the following eighteen months the charter 
commission has the duty of studying the present form of 
government, and what changes can be made to make it 
more productive. If you're of the mind that it already is at 
the height of efficiency, you would not be likely to sign the 
petition calling for a charter commission, or you might 
even run for the charter commission yourself, and vote to 
keep things exactly the way they already are; which is one 
of the recommendations that a charter commission can 
come back with. 

When the charter commission has completed its work, 
the recommendations would have to be voted on at still 
another. annual local election. No doubt before this 


referendum, numerous debates would be initiated on 
exactly what the commission had proposed, and what it all 
means. But again, nothing is approved without the voters 


giving their blessing. Thereafter, if approved, the charter 
would still have to face the scrutiny of the attorney 
general, 

Not exactly a rushed process. 

Interestingly enough, charter changes can also be made at 
an annual or special town meeting. This is according to 
David E. Sullivan, Chief Legal Counsel to Secretary. of 
State Michael Connolly. Sullivan adds that going the town 
meeting route does require subsequent approval of the 
state legislature, unlike the charter commission process. 

Some things for a charter commission or town meeting 
to consider? First, school committee deadlocks could be 
made a thing of the past by adding a seat, bringing the 
membership to seven, 

Second, and this idea I stole from someone who shall be 
nameless at their request, begin to elect 4electmen by 
precint. First, this requires an odd number of precincts to 
work, so as to avoid ‘reorganization deadlock’. 

Why precinct selectmen? Apart from the idea of 
bringing government closer to the people, some have 
argued that electing selectmen by precinct would insure 
that the neighborhoods always have an advocate within 
their midst when threatened by a major development 
proposal. 

Next, a charter commission could examine the office of 
chief executive. Some say an appointed town manager is 
the best way to have ‘professional local government’, while 
others would prefer an elected manager, contending it is 
better to have him or her answerable to all the voters, as 
opposed to just five or more selectmen. 

Some other fine tuning that might be considered is 
putting the school buildings under the authority of the 
school committee. The Wilmington School Committee is 
unique in Massachusetts as it does not have control over its 
own facilities. Those buildings are as much a part of 
education as the text books themselves, and it would only 
be logical to have the educators and school department 
business manager maintaining them. 

All in all, a charter commission or future town meeting 
would have quite a bit to chew on. It might be an idea 
worth considering.

A three-to-three split

Readers of this paper have probably noticed in recent weeks 
that there has been some criticism of the Wilmington School 
Committee on the editorial page. Lest the criticism be 


misdirected, it is time to set the record straight. 


The school committee has become split down the middle 
and consumed over organizational matters that have very 
little to do with education. The matter of selecting a chairman 
has become a task beyond its ability. A dispute hetween the 
superintendent and a member of the committee has occupied 
much more time than it should. Routine board minutes have 
been neglected to the point where the Superintendent of 
Public Documents ordered the board to produce its minutes 


within 48 hours, or else. 


What has happened to the school committee, that these 


things could happen? 


For starters, the members of the board haye become split, 
with three on either side. For several years, three particular 
members, Accardi, Zukas and former committeemati® 
Peterson, had made up a coalition which, if nothing else, 
controlled the chair. Although it took four votes to pass, a 
motion, the coalition needed only to draw the support of one 
of the three other members. When Peterson decided not to 
run this year, the seat went to Bob Surran, and he seems to 


have joined the coalition. 


The other three members of the board have, for the most 
part, maintained their independence. Recently, though, faced 
with yet another vote where the chair would be controlled by 
the coalition, Callan, Demos and Thomas have begun to act 


like a coalition themselves. 


So instead of six independent members of the school 
committee, each voting his own mind, there are now two 
blocks of three members. Numerically they are equal, but one 


has the advantage of holding the chair. 


With a stalemate such as this, there is little that the 
committee can achieve. Yes, there are some votes which go 
through the committee, but they tend to be issues where there 
is little controversy. In other words, most issues of 


importance get hung up. 


With the committee split into two groups, issues tend to 
become battles, where instead of a give-and-take discussion 
among the members, the action occurs between the two sides. 

Take, for example, last week's meeting. The board had to 
review and vote approval of minutes going back to last 


September. 


The minutes of the meetings are taken on a stenographer's 
machine by a paid secretary, working in the superintendent's 
office. The minutes are then typed and given to the 


superintendent. 


The committee does have one of its members named as 
secretary, but it is a position largely in name, and the work 


has always been delegated to the superintendent's staff. 


When the minutes were finally produced last week, 
Chairman Accardi attempted to blame Secretary Thomas for 
the the fact that the minutes were held up for so long, when 


they had been sitting on the superintendent's desk. 


Mrs. Callan has long been complaining about the missing 
minutes. But when the issue was pressed, Accardi attempted 


to throw the blame back on the other side. 


Missing and overdue minutes have been a problem with the 
school committee for much longer than the one year that 
Thomas has been secretary. Blaming him does not get at the 


problem. What about the missing minutes from past years? 


It would be wrong to infer that the school committee is 
spending all its time on such matters. There is also some 
attention being given to the business of setting policy for 
tunning the schools. But with the three-for-three split, it is 


difficult to arrive at that policy. 


Rather than blame individual members, each of whom is 
caught in a difficult situation, it would be more productive to 
focus on the real problem -- having an even number of seats 


on the committee. 


There isa petition being circulated asking that the 
committee be changed to seven members. The proposal is a 


logical solution to the dilemma. 


Dear Larz: 

Recently, parents in Wilmington 
received a letter signed by about 50 
high school teachers expressing 
their concern over the proposed 
schedule changes at Wilmington 
High School. 

The letter raises some important 
points, and I'd like to see these 
points addressed by the school 
committee. Any change that results 
in loss of instructional time, loss of 
preparation time, or increased class 
size should be avoided. If the only 
gain from the new schedule is a 
financial one, then it's a bad buy. 

Perhaps the new plan does have 
some merit, but what is really 
disturbing about the teachers’ plea 
is that the faculty finds it necessary 
to appeal to the parents because it 
was,not consulted during the 
construction of the plan. That's just 


poor administration, Whenever a 
group will 


be expected to 
implement a policy, that group 
should be in on the policy's 
formulation. Why wasn't the 
faculty consulted when such a 
major revision of the school day 
was talked about? Doesn't it seem 
logical that the people who spend 
their days in the classroom might 
have some thoughtful suggestions 
about effective ways to distribute 
class time? 

Top down administration doesn't 
work in education for the same 
reasons that Platonism doesn't 
work in the science, and if the 
school committee allows policy to 
be formulate din the abstract 
without faculty input, it can be sure 
that the changes will fail. For 
decades, progressive educational 
theorists have been calling for 
school sin which the administration 
works in close cooperation with the 
faculty. Lately, even conservative 


which the administration does 
exactly what the word administer 
implies: it tends to the needs of the 
teaching faculty and insures the 
proper conditions for learning. It 
seems that Wilmington, in losing 
sight of this fact, has gotten things 
backward. 

I very much doubt if the school 
committee's choice for a chair in 
1988 will make a significant 
difference in what happens in the 
literature classrooms at the high 
school; I'm even more certain that 
the superintendent's colorful 
vocabulary will have no impact on 
whether or not our children 
understand geometry. Yet the 
school committee has devoted a half 
dozen meetings to these two petty 
trivialities while the faculty at the 
high school says that no one will 
listen to it when it is worried about 
achange that will have an impact on 
every student in the school . 

The committee should pick the 
name of its chairman out of a hat; it 
should make the superintendent 
write his nasty word on all the little 
squares of a piece of graph paper. 
Then it should get back to dealing 
with educational issues of 
consequence, and it should listen to 
the people who make the whole 
program run.

State applauds S.W.E.A.T.'s work

Another waterway was added last 
week: to the state's Adopt-a-Stream 
Program -- the Shawsheen River. 

The program, handled by Maria 
Van Dusen of the Department of 
Fisheries, Wildlife and Environ- 
mental Law Enforcement, has seen 
a number of New England streams 
brought back to health through 
mostly private, volunteer efforts. 

Van Dusen last week presented a 
plaque to Bob Rauseo, president of 
the Tewksbury-based Shawsheen 
Watershed Environmental Action 
Team, or S.W.E.A.T,, recognizing 
his group's efforts to clean up the 
Shawsheen River, 

S.W.E.A.T. was formed to help 
clean, restore and preserve the 
Shawsheen River, and the group 
has done a superb job. S.W.E.A.T. 
has received a number of state 
funding grants to pursue their work 
on the river, with land ownership 
along the banks a high priority. 
Some land along the river has been 
deeded to the town as conservation 
land, and S.W.E.A.T. is continuing 
to research ownership. 

But S.W.E.A.T. does more for 
the river than just paperwork. As 
Fisheries & Wildlife Director Dick 
Cronin pointed out last year after a 
river cruise, the name S.W.E.A.T. 
is well earned, 

Every year, .W.E.A.T. sponsors 
an annual canoe race on the river. 
In previous years "The Great Race 
to the Sea” began in Tewksbury and 
ended atthe mouth of the Merri- 
mack River, in Newburyport, but 
this year the race was shortened. 

The 1988 "Son of Great Race” 
was held on just the 26 miles of the 
Shawsheen River, starting in 
Bedford at the headwaters of the 
stream and ending in Lawrence, 
where the Shawsheen meets the big 
Merrimack. Rauseo said the new 
format will be kept for a number of 
reasons. 

The Shawsheen-River-only race, 
he said, is easier on contestants. 
This was the first year that women 
have ever completed the course, 
Rauseo said. 


Also, the, Shawsheen-only course 
gives more communities a chance 
to enjoy the river, he said. 

Other S.W.E.A.T. events on the 
river include an annual River Day, 
with cookouts, races and games on 
the banks of the Shawsheen, and an 
annual River Cleanup Day, set for 
September. The Tewksbury course 
of the Shawsheen is passable to boat 
and canoe traffic solely through the 
efforts of S.W.E.A.T. Numerous 
stumps and snags along the river 
bear chainsaw marks left by the 
hardworking S.W.E.A.T. crew, 
with help from Boy Scouts and 
other civic-minded organizations. 

The Adopt-a-Stream award last 
week is a natural follow-on to 
S.W.E.A.T.’s continuing work on 
the river. 

Van Dusen addressed the 30 or so 
interested citizens at the Rod & Gun 
club gathering, telling them that the 
Shawsheen river is poorly treated. 


“This is a back-door river,” she 
said, "and people treat it like a back 
door.” Other rivers are treated like 
“front-door rivers," she said, with 
trimmed lawns and little debris. 

Prior to the presentation, a slide 
show was offered to demonstrate 
both the scenery and damage on the 
river. 

Van Dusen said the condition of 
the water is closely watched in 
many rivers, providing warnings 
of pollution and spills. 

“Fish in the river are like canaries 
in the mines,” she said, referring to 
the old practice of carrying caged 
canaries into mines. If the birds 
died, the miners knew the air was 
fouled. 

The Adopt-a-Stream program, 
Van Dusen said, is barely one year 
old and has a staff of four. Most of 
the clean-up work on smaller rivers 
must be done by concemed citizens 
and groups like S.W.E.A.T., and 
by local conservation commissions. 

Four members of Tewksbury's 
seven member conservation com- 
mission were on hand to applaud 
the Adopt-a-Stream award. 

While Van Dusen was presenting 


an Adopt-a-Stream certificate to 
S.W.E.A.T. for their work on the 
Shawsheen River, Division chief 
Walter Bickford was presenting a 
set of similar adoption papers to a 
group for their work on the 
Sudbury River, she said. 

Van Dusen said that S.W.E.A.T. 
would serve as the focal point of all 
Shawsheen River cleanup work, 
from Bedford to Lawrence.

Tewksbury Board of 
Health looks into 
possible dump sites 


The Tewksbury Board of Health 
was told of two business operations, 
on May 16 which could possibly be 
classified as "dump" operations, by 
Bill McMenimen, public health 
director. 

Officials from the Mass. Dept. of 
Environmental Quality Evaluation 
(DEQE), the building inspectors, 
and one of the associates of the 
town counsel, together with 
McMenimen made up a party which 
inspected an operation on May 16. 

McMenimen told the board of 
health that the major part of the 
material being dumped on property 
at the end of Chandler Road was 
“clean fill,” and that the operator 
was trying to separate stumps and 
other materials fom the fill.

Housing proposed for 'The Land of Rocks and Rubbish’ 


There is a description that rather 
closely describes the land in south 
Wilmington, land which is to be 
discussed in the June 20 town 
meeting. It is the remnants of an 
ancient granolithic hill, now 
completely denuded of gravel, but 
plentifully adorned with rubbish. 

Call it the land of Rock and 
Rubbish, 

The Wilmington Housing 
Authority is asking for 37 acres of 
that land, on which it hopes to 
construct affordable housing. 

The American Legion Post 136, 
Wilmington plans to use a couple of 
acres, on which to build a new 
Legion Hall. It will replace the one 
which was burned a year ago 
February. The proposed site has the 
approval of the Wilmington 
Selectmen. 

Without in any way detracting 
from the site one can say that the 
territory has had a sad history over 
the years. 


Go back about 100 years. The 
land was chopped up by planners, 
into building lots. That was a 
harbinger of things to come. 
Apparently no land was sold at that 
time. 


In 1907 there was another 
development. The name of the 
company is not certain, but it 
probably was the Woburn City & 
Land Development Company. 

Main Street was not the Main 
Street of today. Today's residents 
may recognize it by the path of ‘Old 
Main Street,’ which is partly in use 
today. There was a street car track, 
cover which ran the trolleys of the 
Woburn & Billerica Street 
Railway, which was a part of a 
street car enterprise connecting 
Boston and Lowell. 

The street cars tumed sharply to 
the left in Wilmington Square, over 
the bridge that is part of Burlington 
‘Avenue, and then ran alongside the 
old Middlesex canal, where the 


Backyard 
gardening 


by Hugh Wiberg 
As a minister's son, I have 
occasionally been accused of being 
"preachy" on the subject of 
mulching in the vegetable garden. | 
plead guilty, and I cannot promise 
that I will ever reform my ways. 
This is because there are so many 
advantages (with only one dis- 
advantage) of making liberal use of 
mulch, starting in June, after the 
soil has thoroughly warmed up. 
Only with peas is it advantageous to 
start this process in May, since peas 
demand a cool soil to grow well. 
For those who may not be clear as 
to just what the term means, a 
mulch is a layer of materials, either 
organic or non organic, placed on 
the soil to conserve moisture, 
maintain constant soil temperature, 
hold down weeds, and ultimately 
enhance soil structure and fertility 
Although mulching has long been a 
basic procedure of organic 
gardeners, the practice is now 
universally accepted as a valid 
means of improving food 
production while cutting down on 
garden maintenance. After all, who 
enjoys weeding? For the busy 
gardener, mulching is a boon 
indeed. Untold hours of weeding 
can be reduced to a few minutes 
here and there throughout the 
summer. Under a three or four 
inch mulch, weed seeds have 
trouble germinating and gaining a 
foothold. The few that do can be 
hoed or hand-pulled in short order. 
Over the last 10 to 15 years (as 
Wilmington and Tewksbury gar- 
deners know too well) water 
shortages in July and August have 
bé@ome an increasing and almost 
inevitable problem for the 
gardener. I know of several folks 
who have pretty much packed it in 
due to this problem, or have scaled 
their gardens down to a half dozen 
tomato plants and a row or two of 
beans. When I tell them that I water 
my garden once every three to four 
weeks in the heat of summer, they 
look at me with more than a litte

disbelief. 

By the end of June I have nearly 
all the plants in the garden 
surrounded by four inches of grass 
clippings, which does a remarkable 
job of keeping wind and sun from 
evaporating soil moisture. In con- 
trolled tests the summer of 1986 at 
the U Mass, School of Agriculture 
in Amherst, it was demonstrated 
that 70 percent less rainfall or hose 
water was required by well- 
mulched vegetables, as compared 
with clean soil cultivation, For me, 
moisture conservation is the 
number one benefit of mulching, 
with weed control being a close 
second. Two less significant but 
still noteworthy advantages are 
improved soil structure over the 
years as each year’s mulch is turned 
under in the fall or spring, and 


cleaner produce at harvest time, 


especially with tomatoes, squash, 
cukes, and strawberries. 


You can purchase several kinds of 
mulch materials at garden supply 
outlets, including peat moss and 
pine bark. But why spend if you do 
not have to? Grass clippings and 
shredded leaves are excellent mulch 
materials. If your lawn does not 
provide enough grass rakings, 
scrounge from the neighbors, most 
of whom will be delighted to donate 
their grass (unless they are mulch 
gardeners themselves) in return for 
a few ripe tomatoes or summer 
squash later on. 

The only disadvantage to 
mulching is that slugs will 
proliferate in this environment, 
unless we watch them and control 
them, There are several ways to 
keep slugs down to a controllable 
few (including the old beer in a 
saucer trick) and we will get into 
this in more detail when the 
problem becomes acute. This is 
usually late in June and into July. 

Next week we will look at a few 
of the problems which can be 
expected as we get into the heart of 
the growing season.

Made 
by (it seems) certified engineers, it 
paid no attention at all to the

Easterly of the present Main 
Street is an ancient volcano, several 
million years old. There are 
various kinds of rock, and there are 
cliffs. Today it is named Cook Hill. 

The modern Route 38 (Main 
Street) occupies the space today 
where Squaw Pond existed until 
1927. 

Squaw Pond was so named 
because in 1705 Benjamin Harnden 
accidentally ran over and killed a 
drunken squaw, on the shores of 
that pond, as he returned from 
Woburn one dark night. That event 
led, a year later, to the Harnden 
Massacre in North Wilmington, but 
it was not at the home of Benjamin. 

The point is that in 1907, when 
the map of the Woburn City & 
Land, or whatever its name was, 
Squaw Pond was in existence, the 
engineers, if they knew of it, just 
completely ignored it. 

‘Squaw Pond was divided up into a 
number of houselots, 30 feet by 70 
feet, or such. The cliffs 
overlooking Squaw Pond were 
likewise divided into houselots. 
Never mind that a prospective land 
owner would have to erect a home 
with water wings,or a home with 
‘one side being five feet high and the 
other SO! 

For an engineered (?) plan it was 
the epitome of lousy planning. 

The company sold a lot of 
houselots (?) to Boston residents

The story, right or wrong, is that 
the houselots sold for $5 apiece. 

A lot of persons, reportedly, 
bought the first lot, and then never 
bought nay more. 

Of course, any landowner must 
expect to have to pay taxes, The 
wilmington Selectmen gladly 
obliged those land owners, and sent 
bills. Over the years not many paid 
those tax bills. One after another, 
the Town of Wilmington collected 
houselots, for unpaid taxes. 

Sometime about the end of World 
War I the selectmen decided on 
having a land sale. A few smart 
purchasers were able to get enough 
land for a home. Others bought 
land, paid taxes for a few years, and 
then paid no more. 

Some of the houselots in the area, 
on both sides of Cook Hill, had been 
in the hands of four or five owners, 
who had stopped paying taxes by 
the year 1940. Even though the 
town had taken it their property, 
those persons still had a claim 
which would have to be recognized 
by subsequent land owners. 

That type of land existed all 
around Cook Hill, and on the hill 


too. 
About 30 years ago the 
Wilmington Chamber of 


Commerce recognized that one 40 
acre tract of land off Eames Street, 
was bringing in only $500 a year in 
taxes. It succeeded in convincing 
the Town Meeting to vote for a 
Redevelopment Authority, for that 
tract off Eames street. Today that 
area of Jewel Drive, and there is a 
goodly sum of money available for 
town purposes, from the taxes paid 
by industries in that 40 acres. 

Compare that 40 acres to that 
which is called the Land of Rock & 
Rubbish.

houselots were still in existence at 
the end of World War II. A nice 40 
acres, with a lot of gravel, 
two-thirds, or maybe nine tenths 
‘owned by the town! 

Some gravel merchants, in an 
adjacent community, bought up 
those houselots, and started 
excavating. There were at least two 
separate episodes. 

Route 128 was being widened, 
down in the Wakefield area. 
Truckloads of gravel, hundreds of 
truckloads, went to Wakefield. 
Those gravel, merchants hired 
Wilmington policemen to stop 
motorists, so that there would be no 
delay to those trucks. 

The gravel merchants made a 
fortune, selling gravel owned by 
the town of Wilmington! 

There was another episode, not 
seen by the writer, but by Arthur 
Smith, now a water commissioner. 


In that episode the gravel was 
hauled to a Woburn site. So says 
Mr. Smith. 

Finally, about 1950 all the gravel 
was gone. Many years later the 
town took all the property by 
eminent domain. 

Now Wilmington is the real and 
legal owner. But in the meantime 
the property became an illegal 
dump. A few years ago the town's 
DPW cleaned up the area, and put 
up some heavy gates. But big piles 
of junk are still there. 

What to do with the property? 

An american Legion Hall, and an 
area for Affordable Housing are 
being asked for. 

It is possible the town might like 
to level off the land, remove those 
rock hills, and the junk piles. 
Possibly those junk hills are worth 
some mone! 

It'll be a nice thing to talk about, 
anyway.

Uh-oh, I've gone and done it 
again! Heaven help me -- this isn't 
@ sport anymore -- it's a disease! 

One day as'a kid, I decided that 
my clobbered old Zebco wasn't 
good enough for proper fishing. I 
scrimped and saved enough from 
my paper route to buy a new 
Mitchell spinning reel, and a new 
tod to match. And it was good. 

My catch didn't improve much, 
but at least I was fishing with big- 
league equipment. I was fully and 
completely equipped, ready to haul 
all the lunkers out of the lake. I was 
the Compleat Angler. 

Worm fishing soon lost its shine, 
though. After all, with a new rod 
and reel combo, I just had to move 
up and use those terrific lures I'd 
seen, Filling a tackle box with fancy 
metal was expensive (still is), but at 
least it gave me the edge. NOW I'm 
the Compleat Angler. 

In truth, however, | think worms 
brought in more fish than all the 
lures I've ever used combined, but 
that didn't matter. I was now after 
bigger game. 

But it stilt wasn't enough. A few 
years later 1 decided that fishing 
from the shore just didn't do it for 


me. I needed a boat. By then I was 
working and getting paid enough to 
cover the cost of a simple hull, so I 
scrimped and did it. 

Tt wasn't (and still isn't) much, 
just a square-bottomed aluminum 
Jon boat, but it fit the bill. It made 
me a Compleat Angler. My fishing 
showed a slight improvement, but 
not that much. 

The boat cost me a few hundred, 
but at least I was fishing in the right 
places for a change. Everyone in 
town knows that fish are out deep, 
and now I could hit them where 
they lived instead of having to 
crawl through muck and over rocks 
and fences to cast a lure into out-of 
the-way nooks and pockets.

For my birthday last Friday, my 
wife and bookkeeper let me go out 
and buy a $200 solid-state, fully 
electronic, graphic LCD readout 
“fish finder.” It gives me a constant 
readout of depth, but I'm baked if 
it's found me a single fish yet. My 
catch hasn't improved, but at last 
I'm Compleat. I've got everything. 

Or have I? 

I mean, how can I catch a thing if 
I don't know the acidity level of the 
water? With all this acid rain we've 
been having, a pH meter is a must 
Then I'll know if I'm fishing in a 
vinegar vat. Then I'll be Compleat, 
and my boat will runneth over with 
fat, formerly-happy fish ... but 

Light changes as you go deeper 
into the water, and how do I know 
my lure is the least bit visible down 
there? Why, I'll need one of those 
Color-Selectors to tell me what 
shade of chartreuse to use at 12 feet 
in pale green HEF. Then I'll most 
assuredly be the Compleat Angler! 

But hold on! The oxygen content 
of the water is key to the survival of 
fish. I may be fishing in a barren

Three fishing derbies are on the 
slate for this weekend, with quite a 
few more to be held in June. 

The annual Lion's Club event on 
Silver Lake in Wilmington is set 
for this Saturday, June 4, from 9 
a.m, until noon. Sign-ups are $3 
for anyone 18 and older, and only a 
buck for those 17 and under, With 
luck, a few of the stocked trout will 
still be up and hungry by then, 

The Lake Mascuppic Association, 
in conjunction with the Merrimack 
Valley Bass Masters, will hold a 
kibbie-only derby on that pond on 
Sunday, June 5, from 8 a.m. to 2 
p.m., with winners to be decided by 
total weight of fish caught. Prizes 
in the $2 derby will be awarded for 
three age classes: Ages 10 and 
under, 11 - 16 and 16 and up. The 
purpose of the derby is to cut down 
on the kibbie population in 
Mascuppic, although I hate to see 
all that good eating fish (Oh, yes 
they are!) going to waste. Sign-ups 
are at the boat ramp on the Dracut 
side of Mascuppic starting at 7 a.m. 

Also on Sunday look for the New 
England Bass Angling Association 
bass-only derby on the Merrimack 
River, with fishing to run from 7 
a.m, until 3 p.m., with an entry fee 
of $10 each. Signups will be at the 
Chelmsford boat ramp, on Wotten 
Street just off Vinyl Square in 
North Chelmsford, Top prize will 
be $300 for the full-stringer event, 
if at least 5O anglers turn out. 

Don't forget the two-day derby 
on the Merrimack, set for June 25 
and 26, to be held by the Greater 
Lowell Fly Fishers Club to support 
the March of Dimes. 

Here's an item: Gail Perdicaro 
from the Tewksbury Conservation 
Commission said she discovered a 
“certified anomaly" recently on 
Pike Street in that town, She said 
she's repeatedly seen a squirrel in 
the neighborhood that is jet black, 
or “mink color" as she describes it. 

Also, a number of folks around 
Tewksbury have reported seeing 
baby foxes, or "kits," this spring 
Foxes and coyotes compete for the 
same food supply, so a healthy fox 
population means that Tewksbury 
may not have any coyotes, The rest 
of New England sure does. 

The Division of Fisheries & 
Wildlife reports that no fewer than 
$51 turkeys were taken during the 
Commonwealth's ninth season. Last 
year's take was 471 birds, for a 17 
percent increase in this year’s take. 
Turkey Restoration Program boss 
Jim Cardoza expected a record take 
for a number of reasons, including 
the continued spread of turkeys in 
the state, more permits and more 
hunting areas available, and the fact 
that Bay State turkey chasers are 
learning how to hunt better. 

Out of 11,566 turkey applications 
sent out, a total of 8,843 hunters 
peid their fees, for a participation 
rate of 76 percent. Busy bunch, 
these springtime hunters. 

You have until August 15 to send 
in your antlerless deer applications. 
The application card is part of the 
hunting license, so why not fill it in 
and mail it out today if you plan to 
hunt deer this season. 

‘Another warning from the state, 
this time for waterfowlers. As of 
this year, it's non-toxic (steel) shot 
only for ducks and geese. Don't 
eVen carry lead pellets into the field 
if you plan to hunt waterfowl. The 
rest of the country has until 1991 to 
switch over, but the Bay State says 
NOW!

They go by names like Hawk, 
Ironside and Winston; cost 
about $2,000 each; come with a 
30-day warranty; promise a 
solid 15 years of service; and 
ride like a dream. 


The borses of the 
Met in Police Mounted 
Unit in Stoneham do their men 
proud. “People don’t come up to 


@ guy in a cruiser or on a 
motorcycle to chat with him,” 
says Sergeant Bill Vinci. “But 
they do feel comfortable talking 
tous. 

“They'll ask about the horse’s 
name, how fast he runs, what 
we feed him. They're sym- 
pathetic to the horses and 
aware of their beauty,” he 
continues. ‘‘A horse and a man 
that work together well are 
worth 10 cops.’ 

The bond between each man 
and his horse strengthens the 
unit, providing valuable service 
to metro police, local police and 
area communities. Together, 
they have stature and status, 
charisma and pu old horse 
sonee: 

“They can move a crowd 
People just part when the 
horses walk through - at the 
Esplanade on the Fourth of 
July, if we need to, we can 
quickly make a path for the 
EMTs, Also, a horse will key to 
something a lot more quickly 
than his rider,” says Vinci, 
recalling a patrol near Spot 
Pond when both riders noticed 
their horses’ ears suddenly 
shoot up. 

“We looked around and found 
an abandoned dog who had just 
given birth to six pups. We 
notified the Melrose Humane 
Society and we were able to 
retrieve them all. A horse is a 
very keen animal.” 

In place since 1893 when the

department was established, 
the mounted police unit serving 
the area north of Boston is the 
largest it has ever been: from 
an original six horses and six 


men, it now stands at 14 horses * 


and 11-men who hail from 
Burlington, Woburn, Stoneham 
and several surrounding towns. 

“Being a mounted officer 
requires a knowledge of and 
liking for animals,” says 
training instructor Frank 
Smith. “It's a working 
relationship - you know the 
animal and the animal knows 
you.”” 

“This job isn’t for every of- 
ficer,” says Vinci. “There's a 
lot more to it than meets the 
eye. People think you get on a 
horse and look pretty. But you 
need background and training 
The horse and officer must get 
to know each other. It's a 
partnership. 

“You have to know how that 
horse will react in a situation,” 
he says, “and the horse has to 
know the same about you. You 
can't go in blind - you have to 
have confidence in each other "* 

The unit still fulfills its 
primary function of patrolling 
the Middlesex Fells Reser- 
vation and the Spot Pond 
reservoir but that’s only the half 
of it. In addition, there are the 
nationally recognized training 
center, the very successful 
night patrols, the missions by 
day, the parades, and the public 
relations. 

Training takes eight weeks, 
most of which are spent on 
horseback. “You don’t have to 
have experience with horses to 
apply,” says Vinci. “It’s a bid 
job open to the whole depart- 
ment. Experience is nice but 
sometimes it’s easier to teach 
someone our way."” 

The horses know when they 
are being spoken to and are 
trained to pay attention to 


commands which come in the 
form of varying amounts of 
pressure from their riders’ legs. 
They know that when their 
individually designed saddle, 
bridle and bit are in place, 
they’re on the clock. 

Sirens, balloons, tunnels, 
oversized balls, manhole 
covers, flags, and firecrackers 
are all part of the training. A 
specially designed rocking 
bridge spans part of the course 
so that the horse will have a feel 
for all kinds of conditions. “We 


try to expose him to everything 
that could possibly happen to 
him on the street or on patrol,” 
says Vinci. 

The territory covered by the 
unit is so vast that the horses 
need to ride to much of it - in 
vans. In addition to the local 
area, the unit covers 
Breakheart Reservation in 
Saugus, McDonald's Park near 
Wellington Circle in Medford, 
the Mystic Lakes, Revere 
Beach, Red Rock from Lynn 
Shore Drive to the Nahant 


Serving 10 Communities 
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serves many purposes 


Rotary beyond the Swampscott 
line, King’s Beach, Nantasket, 
Castle Island from time to time, 
and even the Esplanade. 


Night patrols in the Red Rock 


area of Lynn Shore Drive began 
in 1982. “The people there were 
having a lot of trouble with the 
youth, with drinking and drug- 
dealing. They were afraid to use 
the boardwalk,” says Vinci. 


Every night when the police 


and their mounts pulled up in 
the van, crowds of adults with 
children, sometimes 300 strong, 
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would come out to see them. 
The mission proved so suc- 
cessful that the unit was 
presented a plaque from the 
Fitizens of Lynn “for making 
our oceanfront safe and en- 
joyable.”” 

‘We're so used to criticism 
that it was nice to be praised for 
doing this,”’ says Vinci. ‘In the 
space of one summer, we 
cleaned the area up - and that 
actually was the starting point 
of the growth of this unit."’ 

Revere Beach was next, and 
the value of horses as a 
deterrent to crime and as PR 
vehicles for the Metro Police 
became widely recognized. The 
unit is now thinking in terms of 
putting together a drill team. 

Officially, nightly patrols go 
out, usually in pairs, from April 
15th through October Ist; in 
reality, the men patrol as far 
into the winter season as 
possible. “‘The most beautiful 
ride is after a

Are town counsels obsolete?

It really makes 
more sense all around." 

According to Kopelman, even 
though larger firms often 
charge higher hourly rates than 
a single town counsel, his firm 
is actually less expensive than 
the traditional municipal 
counsel.

same areas attract dirt bikers, 
usually without helmets, often 
alone. Hot spots during the fire 
season bear watching, and 
there are always stolen motor 
vehicles in the woods, not to 
mention the cigarette machine 
discovered recently. 

Although night patrols end at 
2a.m., the men sometimes have 
to be ready to set out again at 7 
a.m, the same morning. 
“People are always looking for 
us to be in a parade,” says 
Vinci, “We do that in addition to 
our regular patrols because 
certain areas always have to be 
covered. 

“These guys are different 
from regular patrolmen. This is 
not a job you can go home and 
forget," he says. ‘‘They're so 
dedicated to the job that even 
though the schedule runs four 
days on, two off, they'll often 
come in on their own time - 
especially if there's a funeral or 
a horse is sick. The men love 
their horses.”” 

The horses are cared for with 
TLC, the vet available at a 
moment's notice. The feed is 
carefully prepared to suit each 
animal. Velcro boots protect 
their legs whenever the horses 
must travel by van. 

There are law enforcement 
days and Armed Forces Day, 
Memorial Day and the Fourth 
of July. The men also speak to 
elementary school students 
occasionally to “explain their 
function”’ and to help young kids 
““get to know” the police. 

Despite mountains of 
Paperwork, acres of open space 
and miles of trails for which 
they're responsible, the 
mounted police are often in 
exactly the right place at the 
right time. “We are a deterrent 
to crime because we have 
visibility and we're visible,” 
says Vinci. “Everybody takes 
the initiative and works 
together. There are so many 
aspects to the job - it’s not just 
getting on a horse and riding off 
into the sunset."” 

“It’s a great job," says Smith, 
who's been on it now for more 
than 20 years. “Horses have a 
calming effect on a large crowd 
even if the crowd is hostile. 
Most of the time, we're able to 
be outside and do things with 
the general public on a very 
positive note.” 

What with the patrols and the 
PR, Vinci, Smith and the other 
metro mounted police agree 
that they have one well-rounded 
job which offers double benefits 
to the public they aim to please - 
and is double the fun.

Retired Mens’ Club meeting 


At the end of every flag salute 
at the Retired Men’s Club of 
Wakefield meeting, one 
member is heard to say ‘Love 
and Respect It." That member 
is Frank Celani, of Melrose. Mr. 
Celani was the honored guest at 
the Wednesday morning, May 
25 meeting at the First Parish 
Congregational Church Hall 

Mr. Celani was born May 29, 
1905, in a little town 75 miles 
south of Rome, Italy. At the age 
of eight his mother passed 
away. When fifteen he begged 
his father to let him come to the 
United States to join an older 
brother, who had left three 
years before. After con- 
siderable coaxing, his father 
sold his gold watch to pay for 
the passage. Mr. Celani left 
Naples, Italy, leaving behind 
his father, two brothers and a 
sister, and twenty-one days 
later, he arrived at Ellis Island, 
New York, but was not allowed 
to disembark. The ship was 
placed in quarantine because of 
80 much body lice, bed bugs, 
etc. for two days. Finally was 
allowed to come ashore. 

He was released from Ellis 
Island, and was brought to New 
York City where he experienced 
difficulty trying to find someone 
who could tell him how to get to 
Boston, When he finally arrived 


in Boston, not being able to 
speak English he had difficulty 
finding his way to East Boston, 
the home of his brother. 

With the assistance of his 
brother, he got a job where his 
brother worked, Burnett and 
Sherman, a Ford dealer, on 
Commonwealth Avenue, 
moving cars around and 
general helper. 

Not being happy with their 
jobs, they went to work for the 
Yellow Cab Taxi Company, 
repairing and servicing their 
cabs in Malden. After several 
yeats, his brother suggested 
they move to California. Mr. 
Celani, not wanting to leave 
Malden, ‘and the place where 
they had been living, decided to 
stay. He started in business at 
98 Charles Street, Malden and 
rented a garage for $9 a month 
to repair junk cars and to sell 
used car parts. Later he bought 
an acre of land from the City of 
Malden, which was part of the 
city dump. During the 20’s he 
operated under the name of the 
Charles Street Auto Exchange 
Later he expanded his business 
and purchsed another two acres 
of dump land from the city and 
gradually filled in the land by 
offering the City of Melrose and 
Malden a place to dump their

Tubbish. At one time he em- 
ployed fifteen men, one of whom 
worked for him for fifty years, 
along with three tow trucks. 
Being willing to go anywhere 
for junk cars and paying $10 for 
them, he became known as Ten 
Dollar Celani. 

In 1966, the City of Malden, 
passed an ordinance, forbidding 
a junk yard in this area. They 
purchase his property along 
with almost 1500 junk cars and 
their removal. With the 
proceeds from this sale, Mr 
Celani purchased land at 17 
Charles Street, Malden and 
built and established a business 
now run by his son Tony, New 
England Sports Cars. 

Later Mr. Celani purchased 
the vacant lot at the Strand 
Theatre on Pleasant Street 
When the city rebuilt this area, 
the property was re-purchased. 
During the meeting Frank 
recalled some of the used cars 
he bought and sold - Moon, Star, 
Metro, Maxwell, Elgin, 
Packard, Stutz, Mitchell, 
Jewett, Dodge, Chrysler, Air 
Cooled Franklin, Stanley 
Steamer, Overland, Essex, 
Hudson, Reo, Hupmobile and 
many others. 

He retired from business 
when he was 62. Along with his 
wife, Josephine (Genovese) 
they traveled to many parts of 
the world. Mr. and Mrs. Celani 
are the parents of one son Tony, 
and two daughtéts/ Marion and 
Aniva. ay 

In addition to being a member 
of the Retired Men's Club of 
Wakefield since May 5, 1979, he 
is a life member of the Elks, 
Sons of Italy, and a past 
President of the Melrose 
Retired Men’s Club.

switch bodies with their fathers 
or grandfathers.
